The expiring kick of Congress was a 
new tax on city property of one per 
mil for five years, to pay for paving 
the streets. The new law imposes the 
tax for 5 years, but it may be for years 
and it may be for ever, and property 
owners in the capital may teach their 
necessities to reason that henceforward 
the Contribucion Directa tax is six per | 
mil, which is the highest property tax 
ever heard or known of since Buenos 
Ayres was founded. 

This new tax will of course lead to a 
rise in rents, and tenants, who at pre¬ 
sent, with much justice complain of the 
extraordinary high rents, will now 
have the delightful satisfaction of know 
ing that a portion of their increased 
rents goes towards paving the streets. 
Our tramway friends will also shine in 
the cuntributary list of elected street 
paviers, since 6 per cent of their tickets ; 
will be checked off monthly by the 
Lord Mayor for the same hard but de¬ 
serving purpose. Thus iu the year of i 
grace 1890, if Buenos Ayres is not the 
best paved city in the world, the pu¬ 
blic will have a perfect right to ask of 
Mr Alvear what has become of the 
money ? The only question lor the 
Lord Mayor now is what to pave the 
streets with. Paving stones are not to 
be even thought of, ‘adoquines’ made 
at Olavarria, are very good but soft; 
wooden pavement corresponding with 
both the opinion and intellect might 
answer in one or two of the fussy 
streets. But with such a rental, such 
taxes on houses, such imposts on tram¬ 
ways, the Lord Mayor might well 
afford something worthy of himself, his 
taxes, and his town—mahogany side 
walks. and marble-slabbed streets 
would be about the thing. This would 
equalize the merits of our pavements 
with the altitude of our taxes aud re¬ 
veal to the pedestrian city public that, 
if they pay through the nose, they at 
least have the finest streets in the 
world to walk in.

GERMAN AND BRITISH TRADE. 

The Racucil Consulaire Beige , a col¬ 
lection of reports from Belgian Con¬ 
suls in all parts of the world, contains 
this month a report by M. de Reinach, 
the Consul at Frankfort, on German 
trade in 1884, in which he speako of 
the effect that German competition is 
having on British maritime and com¬ 
mercial supremacy. “ The general 
tendency,” he says, “ is to protect 
national labour in spite of the unsatis¬ 
factory results of the system. Thus 
several trades, protected by import 
duties and bounties, have developed 
beyond measure, so much so that the 
consumption on the Germaa markets 
falls far short of the production. Prices 
have gone down, and exports have 
sometimes be«n only possible at prices 
ruinous to the manufacturers.” t The 
sugar trade has chiefly suffered ; the 
metallurgy manufacturers have been 
content with working at a very small 
profit, only too glad to show a balance 
ou the right side. The textile manu. 
factures are the only important branch 
of national industry that has given 
satisfactory results. Agriculture is strug¬ 
gling against foreign competition, not 
only that of the United States, but of 
Canada, Australia, and especially India. 
Tho Germans are impressed with the 
necessity of creating now outleto for 
their products, and aro displaying tho 
greatest activity. “ Germau trade,” 
says M. de Reinach, “ is tuking a new 
departure, for which it is indebted to 
the Colonial policy of the Empi e and 
to the decentralisation of tiaus-oceanic 
commerce. The German houses esta 
blished in America, in India, and in 
China, were t formerly compelled to 


the first time, entered into a long ex¬ 
planation of the circumstances under
